But he that intends a different type for every diffe- 
rent force of every particular letter, will handſomly aug- 
ment his. Alphabet, and miſerably confound the Com. 
politor and his Founts. He mutt have four 4's atleaſt, 
as Fall, Father, Fame, Pharoah, He muſt, have fiz 
orſevene's; as Equal, Peter, Were, Even, Ever, Yes, 
Her: and as many #'s ; as Will, Wile, Intrigue, Me- 
dicine, Birth, Shire, Irk, &c. Nay, not the Vowels on- 
ly but the Conſonants alſo(whoſe ſound i; ſometime va- 
riant, ſometime fingle, ſometime double, and ſometime 
none atall,)will require three or four characters apiece; 
as Abel, Habit,Subtle : ard ſometimes more, as Scept- 
ick, Civil, Schiſm, Second, Facile; as Gin , Begin, 
Legend, Legacy, Gnaw, Gnat, &c. And becavſe of 
the ſeveral hands that are writ and printed,the great and 
ſmall forms, &c. he'll need the utmo't aſffittance of 
Cadmu, Palamedes, Simonides, Mercury; Proteus,and 
Apollo himſelf. Some general diſtinctions have been 
propos'd by Mr. Biker, Doctor Walls, and others:

Hildren are not to be troubled with Rules and 
Exceptions ; with Definitions, and DiſtinCti- 
ons. 

Their Judgment is little or none at all, butthey are 
aſtively capable of imitation, to the wonder of our 
Natural Hiſtorian. Therefore I fall immcdiately upon 
practice. 

The firſt practical Tableis plain, even to ſuperfluity ; 
without confounding their weakneſs with notions of 
Guttural, Palatine, and Labial ſounds, and without 
propounding any feigned uncouth gibberiſh; where- 
as we have plain examples enough of real 
words. But becauſe men uſually eſpouſe that pro- 
nunciation as propereſt which they have been accu- 


| ſtomdto, therefore they will be quarrelling at ſome 
' particulars. | 


Let them know, that in theſe things I have been _

 Alarge colleCtion of theſe I have at hand, which 
might be (if occaſion were produc'd. 

The ſecond Tableis as plain as the firſt, without per- 
plexing them (again) with Simple and Compound, 
primitiveor derivative, and ſuch kind of conjuring ftuft, 
'To what purpoſe are children bid to put a differencebe- 
tween their Engliſh and the Greek or Hebrew 
words ? What car-mark ſhall they know them by ? 
Or, do we Schoolmen our ſelves indeed know which 
are which? I doubt when we have once ſubſtraſted | 
the words that are of the Brirr:ſh , French, Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, and Perſian derivation (wherein 
the Etymologiſts are exceeding defeCtive) I doubt we ' 
ſhould have but a poor pittance left us of Engliſh or 
Saxon words.

'Tis in the two laſt Tables that I contradict that com- 
mon way of Spelling which contradicts it ſelf: In this 
place therefore I condem the antick, and juſtifie my mo- 
dern Method. | 

Spell, in old Engliſh ſignifies a word, and to ſpeRl,is to 
word it ; or handle words in general. But by uſeit has 
obtain'd aitricter meaning, viz. the gradual compoſing 
of words and ſuch a reſolving them again into ſyllables 
aud lettets. 

This is uſeful ſo far (arid no farther than) as it is ſub- 
ſervient totrue reading, writing and ſpeaking, and con- 
ſequently to our underſtanding of one anotncrs minds 
for mutual converſe.

But the common 
way of ſpelling, doth not only not atiſwer this end of 
afilting the true pronunciation in Sy and reading, 
but is quite contradiftory and very prejudicialto it, e.g; 
Their grand and fundamental Rule is this, whatſoever 
ſetters may begitt a word, muſt alſo begin aſyllable.

Becauſe they had met with ſuch and ſuch Rules for the

And if Latin had been 
naturally pronounc'd as we pronounce it now, thoſe 
Rules had beenas improper for that language, as they 
arefor ours. 'Tis folly for any language to be guided 
(in this particular) by another on which it hath node- 
$5 nce and the Dr. hath prov'd that ours was in being 


efore the Latin, But conſidering the end of ſpelling 
in 
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inall languages ( which is the teaching to read or to 
ſpeak) the true Rule of ſpelling (in all languages whatſo- 
ever,) is this; 

Words are ſoto be ſpelt, as they are afterwards to 
be pronounc'd. But for men to teach folk to ſpell a 
word one way, and then to pronounce it another ; What 
pitiful ſenſeleſs contradiction is this ! Yet nothing is 
, Morefrequent amongſt us, N, a,na;t, i, 1; naſi,o,n, 
on : put it together, it muſt be pronounc'd either na-(i- 
' on(which word is no where to be found) or na-ſhun,and 
ſo he muſt contradict himſelf, Weare taught to ſpell 
' Ab-ra-bamn, and afterward to pronounce it A-bra-ham 
| toſpell Ba-al, and pronounce it Bawl; to ſpell bo-dy, 
| and pronounce bod-dy, or ſometinng that is worſe : 1 
have ſeen this very thing confound and puzzle the poor 
| children moſt abominably. 

But how ſhould it otherwiſe chuſe, when it will can- 
' found the beſt of thoſe Teachers to reconcile them. 
\ They themſelves are ſo far ſenſibly convinc'd of this, 
that on this very ground they have givennew names to 
ſome letters, and added other new ones to the number 
| (foranew name, force, and figure do makean abſolute 
| new letter.) 

, Aiandax( ſay they ) moreclearly direct the Lear- 

ner tothe true ſound of the words, than 4-z and 4-4 di- 
vided, &c. 

And inanather place, in ſpelling this word Phylici- 
an, ſay not p, h, y, phy; forp, h, divided lead not 
; arall to thetrue ſound of the ſyllable, &c. 

And had this principle been thorowly purſued, moſt 
of my labour had been ſpared. For if thelettersare 
ſoto be named, as may lead to the after-pronauncii- 
tion of the ſyllable; why not the ſyllables alſo ſo di- 
vided, as may lead to the after-pronunciation of the 
word ?

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Gut thofe men axe exceedingly to blame,whoſe lazy, 
cowardiſe (on: this account) hath prampted them to 
throw off ſpelling altogether, Ihope my method hath 
ſo far remov'd the difficulties, that we ſhall hencefor- 
ward all agree; ſo well prevented the contradictions, 
that . we may both teach and learn with more delight, 
moxe confidence and profit,

| take not out of the Writing Maſters hands, what 
they think proper to themſelves; I complain they are 
are ſo defective, and have appropriated to themlelves 
no more; for what's the making of a letter to their great 
profeſſion of Pea-man-ſhip? 'Tis true that Orthogra- 
phy (true and fair writing) can no more be without let- 
ters, than a houſe without beams and bricks, &c. but 
thoſe directions that go no further, will as ſoon accom- 
pliſh their end, as the making of bricks,and ſquaring of 
Timber will perfect a building, of Ornament and ſervice, 
As for their Ornaments and curioſities, they arc often- 
times extravagant. And under pretenſe of flouriſhing a 
letter, they make it frequently another, or rather none 
at all, One who pretended untÞ skill in theſe affairs 
was pleas'd tocommend and ſhew me one of Gerhings 
Copy-books, Itook the bo6k, and doubled down the 
Copy asfar as the preat initial, and pray'd him to tell 
me the name of the letter. 

The Gentleman was ſo uncivil as to nick-name it. I 
doubled down another, he (conſcious of his former cr- 
rour )cry'd [gnoramw.l do by no means condemn(nay I 
commend and admire) their ingenuity, their fancy and 
dexterity, But theſe things ought to keep their pro- 
per places; not ſo ta perplex and diſturb the Orthogra- 
phy. not ſo to confound and abuſe the very ellentials 
ofa letter, as to puzzle the very Maſters themſelves to 
determine which is which. Of thoſe things that might 
befpared we have enough and to ſpare : but little enough 
ofthat which is abſolutely neceſſary. Mr. Hoader (1 
think Jhath ventur'd fartheſt ofany,in this Rule for joyn- 
ing, where oneletter ends the other mult begin. 


And why might we not as well have been directed, 
*þ when 
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when to uſe the great letters, and when the ſmall ones? 
Why might we not have been inſtructed, how todivide 
our words when we have occaſion (as we have 11 every - 
other time almoſt?) And why not one word about the 
ſtops and pointing what we write? Tell menot theſe 
thingsbelong to the Grammar ; doth not all you do, be- 
long to Grammar ? 1 am ſure the underſtanding of theſe 
things belongs to all that intend to fit themſelves for 
commerce and converſation inthe world, for _— 
the end of their creation, and doing ſervice unto G 

in their Generation. 


The Ute of Capital or Great Letters. 


The Great Letters are called Capitals, either Firſt, be- 
cauſe the little ones are derived from them as their head; 
or, Secondly, becauſe of their large bulk and appear- 
ance with a head above the reit : or lal(tly, by reaſon of 
their uſe in ſignifying ſome head, that 1s, ſome firſt, 
#1 i Emphatical, Remarkable, or Eminent 
tning, 

Theſe things of note or eminency are reckon'd up by 


| many, and by Mr, Daznes above the reſt : but all that 


| ever ſaw are exceeding imperfect. I will not warrant 
abſolute perfeftion, but 1 promiſe to mend the matter 
by ſome neceſſary and uſeful additions. 
Now theſe Capital Letters do either compoſe whole 
words and clauſes, or elſe they ſerve for initials only. 
Of the firſt ſort are the titles of Books, and their divi- 


| fions : as THE HOLIE BIBLE, &c. THE FIRST.

To theſe many more might be added out of other 
Books; but theſe I judged of greateſt conſequence to 
children. Only take notice that there is alſo a very 
_ great difference between theſe Capitals themſelves; 
and ſuch words (among them ) as are more notable and 
eminent, have (proportionably to their note and emi- 
nence) cither the firlt or all the letters ina larger form 
than the reſt. Henceit is, that inevery chapter (almoſt) 
of the Bible, the firit letter is a larger, and the ſecond 
Cwhether it be in the ſame word or no) a ſmaller Capi- 
tal.

But 
you mult know that ſometimes a ſentence is reckoned 
to begin, and ſo conſequently a great letter is to be 
made, when there was no full top aforeit.
